The letter reads: “O Sitting Fox. I've just been down to Boston where I’v 
been having the hell of a time at receptions & tea fights and such like whic 
are not good for my bile nor my bowels, and I am cheered to get your lette 
I am horrid busy trying to get even with my mail. The weather is of a quee 
and dammable warmth with much rain so that we all feel unhappy and stalk 
“Mrs. Custer is staying here for a day and a night preparatory to going ont 
public readings in Brattleboro, the mud is awful . . . John Hay has sent 4 
half a dozen superb ducks which he has shot in Ohio, wish you could hav 
tasted the one we had for lunch this noon . . .” 

The postscript, which is most interesting, reads as follows: “Jf England an 
America fight as indeed Dr. Chandler of N. H. (I think) says is inevitable 
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you and I will take [Henry Cabot] Lodge and stick him into a conning tower 
and keep him there. Its the futilest piffle ’'ve ever heard of and I wish to 
heaven I could write a set of verses chaffing the thing dead. 

“By all means lets fight for good reason, fight like hell if necessary, not for 
dagoes, and Bolivars, and half-breeds in calico breeches. No, the plea is that 
in England they don’t know a thing about it but I see the Daily Chronicle 
has been interviewing Lodge.”
